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1 AM perfectly aware of the Awkwardneſs which muſt attend any Detail 
of the Finances of India, brought forward in the Midſt of an extenſive 
and complicated War, which muſt neceſſarily derange the Affairs of that 
Country, and diſturb the Syſtem of Economy and Regulation, ſo eſſential to the 
Government of thoſe diſtant Provinces. But as my Silence might be mil- 
conſtrued, and it might be imputed to me that I was diſpoſed to ſhrink from 
the View of the preſent State of India, I rather chuſe to encounter any tem- 
porary Inconvenience which may attend the preſent Statement ; and the more 
fo, becauſe I am certain, that although the Materials upon which I am to 
proceed, are, in ſome Particulars, imperfect, they are fully ſufficient to diſpel 
every Idea of Deſpondency, or even of Uneaſineſs on the Subject. 


Agreeably to the Reſolutions of the Committee of laſt Year, Pounds Sterling.

Before proceeding to the Statement for the Year 1790-91, it is proper to 
obſerve, that with reſpe& to the Receipts and Expences of the Governments 
in India for that Year, there are conſiderable Difficulties ariſing from the 
War in which that Country is involved. For although a general Statement 

A of 
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of the Receipts and Payments in the Year, and the Amount of Debts at 
its cloſe has been received from Madras, yet it appears that the Govern- 
ment there had not been able to make their Army Accounts complete to the 
zoth April. And with reſpect to Bombay, there is only recently received 
a very general Abſtract of the Receipts and Diſburſements from thence for 
the Year 1790-91, and the Amount of Debts there on goth April 1791, 
has neceſſarily been taken in ſome Degree on Eſtimate, for want of adjuſted 
Accounts from the Army, on that Side of India. 


Under all theſe Circumſtances, it is impoſſible that a Statement, completely 
ſatisfactory, can be ſubmitted to the Committee, but from comparing the dif- 
ferent Accounts with each other, ſuch a reſult may be drawn, as, though 
not minutely accurate, will be ſufficiently, ſo, to give a general Idea of the 
State of the Finances of India, at the Beginning of the Year 1791,

I do not, however, with to convey to the 
Committee an Idea that the Bengal Government 
had been guilty of any material Error in Calcu- 
lation, and far leſs do I wiſh to miſlead them 
into an Idea that the Circumſtances which 
have occaſioned this favourable Refult, are to 
be conſidered as permanent. I therefore wiſh to 
direct the Attention of the Committee to a more 
minute Examination of the Items which compoſe 
this Comparative Account, both as to Receipts and 
Charges 


The two firſt Articles are the Mint Duties, and 
Poſt Office Collections, upon which it is unne- 
ceſſary to dwell, as, from their Nature, they muſt 
be variable, and there happens in the Courſe of 
the Vear in Queſtion, to be a ſmall Exceſs above 
the Eſtimate. 


There is likewiſe a ſmall Exceſs in the Benares 
Receipt, which ariſes from the Eſtimate having 
been formed on the Jumma, or Rental, of the 
preceding Year; whereas ſundry extra Receipts 
were made in 1790-91, in Addition to the Cur- 
rent Revenue of that Year.

In the preceding five Years, as appears from 
No. 37 of laſt Year's Accounts, the higheſt Quan- 
tity fold in any one of thoſe Years did not much 
exceed Thirty- four Lacs of Maunds, and, of courſe, 
the Eſtimate for this Year would not be made on 
the Suppoſition of diſpoſing of a * 

The Manufacture of Salt in „Bengiig and the 
Importation from the Coaſt, however, turned out 
much greater, and Forty-four Lacs of Maunds were 
{old in the Year, which was Ten Lacs of Maunds, 
or upwards of Seventy-four Millions of - Pounds 
more than had been fold in former Years. But 
although the Quantity was ſo much larger, the 
Sum received was not ſo great as in the preceding 
Year, the Reduction of the Price having kept 


/ 
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Pace with the increaſed Sale. In June 1790, the 
Price of Salt was 245 Sicca Rupees per 100 
Maunds. In October, it was reduced to 225; and 
in March 1791, the Price of Bengal Salt was 223, 
and Coaſt Salt fold at 185 Sicca Rupees. At the 
Beginning of the following Year, the Price was 
reduced ſo low 'as 204 Sicca Rupees per 100 Maunds 
of Bengal Salt, and 180 for Coaſt, which is fo 
moderate, as to bring it within the Reach of every 
Individual. And the Committee will judge of the 


Comforts which the Inhabitants of theſe Coun- 


tries muſt enjoy, from their being able to obtain 


ſuch an eſſential Article at that Price, when they 


are informed, that in May 1788, the Price of Salt 
was 409 Sicca Rupees per 100 Maunds, which is 
double the Price it was ſold at in May 1791. 


The Committee will, perhaps, recolle&, that in 
the Statements both of laſt Year, and the preceding, 
I prepared them for a Defalcation in the annual 
Receipts from the Sale of Salt, to an Amount of 
no leſs than LF. 300,000, or J. 400,000 Sterling; and 
I even expreſſed my earneſt Wiſh that this might 


be the Caſe, on account of the Happineſs which 


the Natives would obtain from the Sacrifice. I was 
induced to expreſs that Wiſh, from obſerving that 
the large Receipt frog the Sales of Salt in thoſe 
Years, aroſe not from an Increaſe in the Quantity 
ſold, but from the very high Price of the Article. 


But in the Year at preſent under Conſideration, 
from the Particulars already mentioned, I have the 
Satisfaction to obſerve a large Amount, of Revenue, 
without any concamitant Circumſtance of regret ; 
and, under ſimilar Circumſtances, I ſhall always 
feel a Satisfaction when a large Revenue ſhall 
ariſe from the Article of Salt. I do not, however, 
find myſelf at Liberty to hold this out to the Com- 


mittee as a permanent Reſource to the Amount re- 
alized in 1790-91, becauſe the Quantity ſold in that 


Vear, ſo much exceeded the Sales of any preced-

Upon the firſt Claſs, called Civil hints the 
Committee will obſerve ſome immaterial Differences 
between the Eſtimate and the Actual Amoutit, on 
the Whole of which, the Actual Expenditure is 
Rupees 1, 89, 213 below what was eſtimated. 


The Military Charges exceed the Eſtimate in a 
Sum of Rupees 5, 62, 351 (L. 56, 235) which is owing 


to the additional Equipments for the Coaſt that 


went with, and after Lord Cornwallis; but princi- 
pally to the extra Expenſe incurred by the Southern 
Detachment beyond the Eftimate, being upwards 


of 7 Lacs. In other reſpe@s therefore, there muſt 
have been a ſaving. 


The Marine Charges are leſs than eſtimated; 


but there is nothing to call for any particular Ex- 
planation. 


The Expenſe of Buildings and Fortifications is 
conſiderably leſs, owing to the Orders ' iſſued by 
the Government, at the breaking out of Hoſtilities, 
to put a Stop to all new Works, not abſolutely 
and immediately neceſſary. | 


In the Revenue Charges, there is an Exceſs 
above the Eſtimate of Rupees 7, 44, 797, or C. 74, 479. 
This is explained by the Bengal Government, to ariſe 
principally from the Mode adopted in the Forma- 
tion of the permanent Settlement with the Renters. 


For, in that Settlement, the Allowances to the Cauzies,

merous ſmall Farmers in Bahar, and feparated 
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Canongoes, and publick Penſioners, which were 
formerly paid by the Landholders or Farmers, are 
now included in the Jumma, and are to be paid

Other Regulations, alſo, Which have been adopted 
for the Eaſe of collecting the Rents of the nu- 


Talooks in Bengal, tend to äingreaſe the Expente ; 
the Whole of which is expected to be more than 


compenſated by the Increaſe of Revenue, and 


additional Proſperity of the Country, when. they 
ſhall have been carried fully into Effect. 


The Charges of collecting the Cuſtoms, axe leſs 
than were eſtimated; as alſo are the Advances and 


Charges on Account of the Salt Manufacture, not- 
withſtanding the Quantity ſold was ſo much greater 
than uſual. To a certain Extent this is accounted 


for, by the Circumſtance of fwwe ar fix Lacs of 
Maunds of Salt, which the French attempted to 
ſmuggle into Bengal, above the Quantity allowed 
by the Convention of 1787 being confiſcated angdfold;; 
and as to the Remainder, it is probable that the 
Seaſon was very favourable, in Which Caſe the Ex- 
penſe of Manufacture would e prapartianally leſs. 


The ſmall Increaſe on the Opium Charges is 


accounted for, by the larger Quantity manufactured. 


I proceed next to direct the Attention of the 
Committee to the Proſpe& of Receipt and Ex- 
penditure, held out by the Bengal Government, far

It will, undoubtedly, be expected, that ſome Eſti- 
mate ſhould be given of the Expenſe that may pro- 
bably be incurred by this Time in the Proſecution 
of the War, or, more properly, as the Accounts are 
made up annually, what Effect it would have had 
on the Company's Finances, on the zoth of April 
laſt; But a general Eftimate of this kind, cannot 
be made from the Accounts received from India, 


for want of an Eſtimate from Bombay. With re- |

The Fullneſs of the Treafury at Canton, and the Increaſe 
of Exports from this Country, having rendered this Reſource for the China 
Inveſtment at preſent unneceſſary. 


Conſidering all the Circuits Which 1 have explained to the Com- 
mittee, relative to the State of the Company's Finances in India, at the 
Cloſe of the Year 1790-91, I feel myſelf warranted in believing, that the Ex- 
penſes of the Year 1791-2 will not exceed thoſe of the preceding Year; and, 
if this belief be well founded, it follows, that the Increaſe of the Burthen on 
the Revenues of India, during this Year, will be conſiderably Teſs than was 
made in 1790-91; becauſe ſo large a Portion of the Expenſes has been pro- 
vided for by the Reſources above alluded to. 


But it may, perhaps, be obje&ed, that although the Expenſe of the War 
in this Year ſhould not be greater than in the former, yet the Continuance 
of ſo large an Expenditure - muſt create an Accumulation of Burthens on the 
Company, from the Difficulty of raiſing Money, and the conſequent Increaſe of 
Diſcount on the Paper which it may be neceſſary to iſſue; as alſo that the 
draining Bengal of its Treaſure, muſt endanger the Proſperity of that Country. 
But it will occur to the Committee, taat the Circumſtances to which I have 
already referred, muſt have operated to prevent any alarming Conſequences 
of this Nature; I mean the Supply of upwards of J. 500,000 in Silver ex- 
ported to Fort St. George laſt Year, and a ſimilar Amount in the preſent Sea- 
ſon; and the Orders which have been given not to fend any Supplies at pre- 
ſent from Bengal to China. And with regard to the Diſcount, the Increaſe 
has been very triflng indeed: at Madras, where the Effects of the War are 
likely to be moſt ſenſibly felt, the Diſcount on the Bonds that bear 8 per 
Cent. Intereſt, which in the laſt War was from 30 to 40 per Cent., in 1791 
was leſs than 4 per Cent. and the Paper iſſued by the Government there at 
12 per Cent. Intereſt, which is the uſual Rate among the Natives of that 
Country, actually bore a Premium. The Rate of Exchange alſo for Bills on 


the Bengal Government, which had been at 410 Arcot Rupees Per 100 Pagodas. 
was reduced to 375. 


I ſhall not detain the Committee longer; but to fave any Gentleman the 
Trouble of putting the Queſtion to me, whether I adhere to the Hopes I gave 
laſt Vear, that the Day is much nearer, when the Reſources of India will 
adminiſter Aid to the Revenues of this Country, than that on which we are 
to apprehend, that India will call for Aid from the Finances of Great Britain.” 
I anticipate the Queſtion, and anſwer in the Affirmative; and the only Diffe- 


rence is, that I am more * in thoſe Hopes, than I was at the Time

I am concerned to acquaint you that it is not yet in my Power to frame the Statements of the 
Actual Receipts and Expenditure of Money for the Year 1790-1, or the Eſtimate for 1791-2. 
This is principally occaſioned by the early Commencement of the South Welt Monſoon on the 
Malabar Coaſt, which prevented the Scorpion remaining in Tellicherry Roads long enough to 
afford Time for the Chief and Factors at that Settlement, and the Paymaſter and Commitlaries 
to the Army, to make up their Accounts, and forward them by her. Neither have the Reſidents 
at Buſſorah or Buſhire had an Opportunity of forwarding their Accounts, 


From the above Cauſes the Abſtract of Quick Stock for zoth April laſt cannot be accurate; 
for thoſe Parts of it that are deficient I have made Eſtimates to the beſt of my Judgment, and 
ſhall keep the original Account open for future Correction. |
